Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant's 
amendments have overcome the prior rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. The prior art of record 
and applicant's arguments have been carefully reviewed and considered. Applicant's argument is 
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convincing that the Ni layer of Huhn (paragraph [0030]) provides a specific function tied to 
Huhn's Ni-Sn layer and therefore the thickness value range of Huhn's Ni layer would not be 
considered necessarily transferable to a single Ni layer embodiment. An updated search and a 
review of all the art of record appears to confirm that single barrier layers of Ni are intentionally 
kept thin as discussed in the paragraph spanning pages 4-5 of the specification. Since the prior 
art does not disclose or make obvious a single Ni layer greater than 4 microns having the claimed 
overlay composition and claimed bearing structure, claims 1-8 are allowable.
